THE TENANT'S TURN. 


ARCHBISHOP WALSH APPROVES EDITOR 
O’BRIEN’S “PLAN OF CAMPAIGN.” 


Editor Stead of the Pall Mall Gazette Has an 
Interesting Interview with the Archbishop 
of Dublin—Sound Views on the Present 
Troubles in Ireland—Johna Bright’s Advic 
to the Wage-Workers—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lorpon, December 1.—As soon as the news 
of the Government proceedings against Dillon 
reached England, Stead of the Pall Mall 
morning a left for Ireland. He telegraphs this 
Gazette long interview with the Archbishop of 
Dublin, describing it as, in his opinion, 
the most important interview which 
has been published since the 
one he also wrote in which Gordon expressed 
his willingness to rescue the garrison of Sou- 
dan. The importance ofthe interview lies in 
the following questions and answers, giving 
Walsh’s defense of the so-called plan of 
campaign.’’ 

THE INTERVIEW. 

„Did not such a scandalous outrage 
on the principles of cOmmon honesty, as 
it is styled every day, scandalize your Grace, 
the official chief of the Christian Church in 
Ireland?’’ 

Well, I confess at first I was not only 
startied, but grieved. I had never yet 
had cause to express my Cissent from any por- 
tion of the programme of the present national 
movement, so, apprehending that the plan 
of campaign might at any moment be 
brought into requisition in this dio- 
cese of Dublin, I was grieved to think 
it might perhaps prove inconsistent with my 
duty as Bishop to abstain from the condemna- 
tion of it. But when I looked into the matter 
carefully, as it was of course my duty 
to do, my anxiety was relieved | 
on closer inspection, and the difficulties 
that bad at first embarrassed me, practically 
dis appeared. 

‘*That is very interesting, but it would be 
still more so to know what the difficulties 
were, how they were surmounted, especially 
the obvious difficulty of allowing tenants to 
fix their ow rents. 


A GREAT DIFFICULTY. 
„Of course, the great difficulty, indeed,

I may say almost the ouly one, was the 
plan of campaign. It leaves it practically to 
the judgment of the tenants, that is—say, to 
the judgment of one of the parties to the con- 
tract of tenancy, to fix the terms 
on which the contract is to continue 
in force. That, no doubt, in the 
abstract seems a formidable difficulty, 
but we must look at the other side of the ques- 
tion. If a tenant isto be viewed merely as one 
of the two parties to the rent contract, in what 
other light are we to yiew the landiord? He, 
too, is only one of the contracting parties. He 
has had the fixing of the terms of the contract 
long enough. is it quite clear that tenants are 
to be blamed if they claim to have their turn 
now? 

But does that argument not ignore the 
fact that the tenants are setting aside the 
contracts already in existence?“ 

In the view of the case I am now con- 
templating, there are practically no old 
contracts. Even those have taken the form 
of statutory tenancies under the land act of 
1881, with the judicial rents, not at present 
‘in possession,’ to use a technical phrase. 

Do you maintain that there are practical- 
ly no contracts of tenancy now valid and 
binding in Ireland?“ 


A SENSIBLE VIEW OF THE CASE. 
„This is how 1 would state my view 
ofthe case: It is admitted on all hands, prac- 
tically all over Ireland, that reductions, and 
large reductions, are to be made in the rents, 
even in judicial rents. The question is as to 


‘oan amount of those reductions. What- 
ever inconvenience there may be 
E having this grave question decided 
by the tenants, Imust maintain that there 
ig just the same inconvenience, indeed, I see 
in one way much greater inconvenience, in 
having it decided by the landlords. The land 
lord, like the tenant now, is merely one of- 
two contracting parties, neither more 
nor less. Within the last six or 
seven months two proposals have 
been made by a friend of our Irish tenants, the 
adoption of either of which by Parliament 
would have saved us, or, rather, I should say, 
have saved the Government of the country 
from the responsibility of the present de- 
plorable state of affairs: Giadstone’s land 
purchase bill of the present year and 
Parnell’s subsequent proposal for the relief 
ot the tenant. If either of these had been ac- 
cepted, the fixing of fair reductions and fair 
rents would not now be in the bands of the 
constituted courts of the realm. If the pres-

THE OWNERSHIP OF LAND. 

‘Until 1870 the laws of this country recog- 
nized but one ownership in thesoil. That, 
as a matter of course, was the ownership of 
the landlord. While that state of things con- 
tinued the tenant, in thus holding out for a 

rent, undoubtedly should have 


render the property if he found it impossible 
to comply with the conditions under which he 
held it, the case now stande in wholly differ- 
ent light as the result of the land laws of 1870 
and 1881, for now, beyond all question, the 
system of land tenure in the landlord is a sys- 
tem of dual ownership. It is no longer s 
system of landlord ownership exciusively,the 
tenant as well as the landlord is now recoz- 
nized by the law as having his ownership. 
The present Government have, in fact, pro- 
claimed it as their policy to get rid of this 
dual ownership tu land, so they recognize its 
existence.

Scenes in Domestie Life.

Court for the October term, which is 
about to close.

plicaate who had entered their petitions 
during the summer and fall, and the cases as 
usual in default were rapidly disposed of. The 
following suits figured on the docket, no 
answer or defense being presented: 
IX PARTNERSHIP WITH ALCOHOL. 

Hatriet Murray asked for a divorce from 
Chas. E. Murray. The marriage took place 
October li, 1871, and the separation August 
16, 1884. Mrs. Murray complained that her 
husband became a partner of alcohol; that he 
remained under its influence for upwards 
of five years, and that during that 
timo he treated his wife and 
children shamefully. Mrs. Murray complained 
that he whipped ber, pulied her hair and tried 
to choké her several times; that he became 
very violent when she refused to give him 
money for drink; that he assauited her on 


several occasions with a Knife, a hatchet and 
other implements about the house. In December 
1883 his conduct became go bad that she was 
foreed to leave him, but in February of the 
following year she returned upon his promise 
to improve. He got worse, however, and 
failed to support hiv family. There were five 
children by the marriage. 
DID NOT LOVE HIM. 

Joseph Mayer, asked for a divorce from Ber- 
tha Mayer. They were married May 23 of the 
present year, in Louisville, Ky. Mr. Mayer 
compiains that his wife subjected him to va- 
rious indignities from the outset. He alleged 
that she abused him in the presence of others; 
compared him unfavorably with other men; 
said that she did not love him and was sorry 
that she had married bim; that she did not 
want to mix with his people, and that she 
ought to live like a lady. She threatened if a 
little stranger arrived in the family to put 
an end to it at once, and taunted her 
husband by referring to her old sweet- 
heart in Texas. Her husband took her to reside 
with his father Dut she tnsulted his family and 
for the sake of peace he removed to quarters 
on North Broadway, where she foisted her 
father and mother upon bim. On the nicht of 
September }ishe removed all the furniture, 
and her husband alleged that she went to re- 
side with her sister. 

PALSE ACCUSATIONS. 

Catherine sSiebold sought a divorcee from 
John Siebold, to whom she was married Octo 
ber 16, 1881. Mrs. Siebold alleged that her hus- 
band abused ber im every way and rend- 
life miserable by false 
accusations, impugning ger chastity and 
denying the paternity of the cbiid. 
She alieged that he whipped her and threat- 
ened to kill her on several occasions. Once 
he took up a pistol and his wife believed that 
he would have shot her but for the inter- 
ference of athird party. Im April, 1885, he re- 
mained away from his wife for a month and 
gave no reason for his absenec?. Mrs. Siebold 
complained that for a long time she was forced 
to support herself. 

A TALE OF INTEMPERANCSE. 

William Ryan asked fora decreé of divorce 
m Annie Ryan. They were married in June, 
1876, and lived together for upwards of six 
years. Mr. Ryan complains that Annie was 
too fond of drink and that she was more 
or lesa under the influence of liquor 
for three years past. He complained that she 
abused him in a vile manner, neglected all her 
househoid duties and even disposed of the 
groceries and provisions for drink. On one 
occasion she caused her husband to be ar- 
rested for wife-abandonment and then failed to 
appear against him. Many times she acted in the 
most violent manner toward her husband and 
took up household implements to strike him. 
At length he tired of this kind of treatment 

and resulved to enter the divorcé court. 

FORCED TO LEAVE HIM. 

Lina Traupel asked for a decree of divorce 
from Franz Traupel. They were married Feb- 
ruary 24, 1862. Mrs. Traupel alleged that her 
husband treated her in the most crue! nd 
barbarous manner andat one time she was 


ered her 


forced to leave him, but upon his 
promise to do better in future 
she returned. He did not keep 


his promise, however, and Mrs. Traupel com- 
piained that he cursed her, whipped and 
otherwise abused her until her life became a 
burden. Her husband’s conduct was ag- 
gravated by intemperate habits and he failed 
to provide for his family, which consisted of 
five children ranging in ages from 8 to Al years. 
A DOMESTIO TYRANT. 

Annie Koehler sought a decree of divorce 
from Frederick Koehler, to whom she was 
married December 10, 1874. They separated 
July 15, 1885. Mrs. Koehler complained that 
her husband, from the commencement, was 


harsh, unkind and tyrannical in 
his treatment of her; that he 
possessed a most violent, ungovernable 


temper and that at times his conduct was un- 
bearable. He frequently slapped his wife, 
pulled her hair and threatened to killher.

A WIFE-WHIPPER. 

Mary Bohmann sought a decree of divorce 
from Frederick A. Bohmann. They were 
married March 29. 1882 Mrs. Bohmann s 
chief complaint against her husband was that 
he whipped her without cause 
or provocation whatever.
